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HEALTH BUDGETS 


Health Authority 5 
submits balanced 
budget to province

Health Authority 5 was one 
of only three health authori¬ 
ties in the province to submit 
a balanced budget to Alberta 
Health and Wellness Minister 
Gary Mar. 

Along with Peace and Head¬ 
waters health authorities, 
HA5 submitted a balanced 
budget with their business 
plan out of 14 health authori¬ 
ties in the province. The re¬ 
mainder have deficits that are 
covered with the regions' sur¬ 
pluses. 

Two health authorities 
were required to resubmit 
budgets. 

While HA5 proposes a bal¬ 
anced budget for 2002-2003, 
escalating costs combined 
with increased demands on 
services have placed the region 
in a position of reviewing all 
services and programs for 
ways to control and reduce 
costs. The region has begun a 
review of all administration 
costs in the region in order to 
look for additional savings. 

"Although the pressures on 
existing resources have in¬ 
creased, the budgetary im¬ 
pacts are not as significant as 
they would be if we had not 
taken a cautious approach to 
our budget in previous years," 
said HA5 CEO A1 Martin. 

The business plan and the 


financial component are im¬ 
portant accountability docu¬ 
ments for the region, states a 
HA5 press release. The plan 
specifies the goals, strategies 
and major initiatives for serv¬ 
ing the health needs of the re¬ 
gion. Additional information 
about the plan will be released 
over the next couple of 
months. 

According to a press release 

“The budgetary

issued by the Government of 
Alberta, the majority of 
health authorities incorpo¬ 
rated health reform strategies 
in their business plans, in ad¬ 
dition to maintaining core 
services. Some regional 
health authorities are propos¬ 
ing changes to facilities. Some 
regions are planning to gen¬ 
erate revenue through higher 
fees for uninsured services 
and ancillary services includ¬ 
ing laundry and parking. 

Alberta's health authority 
budgets were increased by 6.9 
per cent this year to allow re¬ 
gions to balance their budg¬ 
ets. The Alberta government 
spent more than $6.8 billion 
on healthcare, which ac¬ 
counts for over one-third of 
provincial government spend¬ 
ing.

even as the lodge is being built," 
said Wilson. "The more we 
raise the less we will have to 
mortgage." 

The waiting list for the new 
lodge is now hovering around 
the 70 person mark.

Early planning suggested the 
new lodge would consist of 50 
rooms, but board members ap¬ 
proved a motion that would see 
an additional eight rooms added 
on, as long as the additional cost 
was not excessive. 

In the meantime, fundraising 
will continue for Aspen Ridge 
as Mountain View Seniors 
Housing is still in a position to 
borrow up to $2 million for the 
project's completion.

I think its a nice 
name," said CAO Doreen 
Wilson, adding that the name 
is appropriate because it will be 
nestled in among a grove of as¬ 
pen trees and is located on the 
ridge. 

While actual construction on 
the facility is unlikely to hap¬ 
pen until the beginning of Oc¬ 
tober, the building has now been 
staked out on the plot and fin¬ 
ishing touches are being put on 
the blueprints. 

The building will go to ten¬ 
der in August.

RECREATION 

Ball diamond will 
be altered to a new 
soccer pitch 

Town and School hoard come up with a 
plan to change recreation facility

Chinook's Edge School Di¬ 
vision approved a plan to 
move a ball diamond from 
Westglen school to the new 
outdoor recreation park 
planned by the Town of Dids¬ 
bury. 

The Town of Didsbury ap¬ 
proached the school division 
about converting a ball dia¬ 
mond to a soccer pitch on the 
school grounds. 

The move is expected to 
help accommodate the grow¬ 
ing number of soccer players 
in the community, which rose 
to 350 this year, and allowed 
the Town to include just ball 
diamonds in its new outdoor 
recreation park. 

Initially the design of the 
new park incorporate soccer 
pitches but a final draft re¬ 
vealed that four ball dia¬ 
monds make up most of the 
space. 

The new outdoor recrea¬ 
tion park is also planned to 
include an outdoor pond and 
winter skating facility, wash¬ 
rooms and a kids park. 
Grants are also being applied 
for towards a trail system for 


the project. 

The south diamond on 
Westglen school property is 
the one proposed for the 
move. 

Administration was given 
the go-ahead to apply for the 
2000 Sponsorship grant that 
could allocate between 
$80,000 and $200,000 to the 
project. The Town is also eli¬ 
gible to apply for the enhanced 
version of the grant because 
it has been working in con¬ 
junction with Mountain View 
County. 

So far $60,000 is in place 
from the County recreation 
grant and it plans to apply for 
further funds under the 
matching dollar criteria of 
that grant. 

An additional $15,000 will 
be requested from the Town 
of Didsbury. 

A fundraising campaign 
will be used to raise other 
necessary funds. 

Ground has already been 
broken on the new recreation 
park and is expected to be 
completed by the summer of 
2004.

Student Employment program busy at summer's start 


Program in place 
to help Didsbury 
students find a 
summer job

School is out for the sum¬ 
mer months which means for 
some extra time for some stu¬ 
dents who want to test the 
waters of employment. 

The Student Employment 
Placement program is up and 
running again helping local 


students find work in the lo¬ 
cal area. And many local stu¬ 
dents are taking advantage 
of the program. 

"It's gone over very well so 
far," said Jared Reist, Sum¬ 
mer Employment Coordina¬ 
tor. "We have been extra busy 
now because school is out." 

Last year the program, lo¬ 
cated at the Centre for Em¬ 
ployment in Olds, placed over 
500 students at a variety of 
jobs. With 150 students 
placed so far this year. Reist 
expects that number to be 
surpassed by Aug 16, when 
the program officially shuts 


down. 

The program matches up 
students with employers and is 
free for both parties. 

Students are encouraged to 
fill out an application form and 
a resume. Application forms 
are available in Didsbury at the 
library. 

The program also helps stu¬ 
dents put together a resume if 
they haven't done one before. 

There have been various jobs 
offered through the program 
so far this year. Construction 
and work on farms have been 
big ones but smaller shorter- 
term odd jobs like mowing 


grass and painting projects. 

"It’s a program that helps 
the employer and helps the 
students as well," said Reist. 
"It allows them to gain expe¬ 
rience for later on, gives 
them the chance to make 
some money and keeps them 
busy through the summer." 

The program, formerly 
known as Hire a Student has 
been in operation for well 
over ten years and serves 
Olds, Didsbury, Sundre and 
areas in between. 

The centre is open from 
8:30 am to 4:30 pm from Mon¬ 
day to Friday. Anyone with a

FROM A COUNCILLOR’S POINT OF VIEW 

Garbage, Garbage and more Garbage 


From time to time we see 
documentary images about gar¬ 
bage from cities around the 
world on our TV screen. The 
sad fact is that Didsbury could 
actually in its own small way 
identify with some of these cit¬ 
ies and soon make its own 
documentary. 

Since joining Council in Oc¬ 
tober of last year I have spent 
many hours re-learning how to 
deal with public issues and the 
public. I am sure you have of¬ 
ten heard it said, “politicians 
never remain the same people 
after they get elected”. I can as¬ 
sure you that I am still the man 
that you elected to Council but 
now I have to share and tailor 
my views with 6 other Coun¬ 
cillors and 3,900 Didsburians. 
This town has a number of ur¬ 
gent issues on its plate and they 
include: the retention of a good 
medical system, development of 
industrial and recreational 
park, rapid growth in general, 
upgrade of the multipurpose 
room at the arena, the code clo¬ 
sure of our landfill and the fi¬ 
nancial consequences that all 
of that activity brings with it. 
However, garbage and how we 
deal with it is first and foremost 
on the minds of our citizens 
and it is garbage that I would 
like to talk about on this page. 

When it comes to garbage, 
nobody likes it, nobody wants 
it and we are only to happy 
when someone takes care of it 
as long as it does not take too 


much energy or money to get 
rid of it. 

Unfortunately, the condi¬ 
tions of our globe have changed 
drastically and we have to join 
others to MANAGE the waste 
we leave behind as individuals. 
The present change that we as 
a town are undergoing is part 
of that process to MANAGE 
the waste we produce. Numer¬ 
ous articles have been written 
and announcements made re¬ 
garding the new way to handle 
our waste. A unique article ap¬ 
peared in this paper June 12 
when Mr. Seewalt and his new 
approach to waste was fea¬ 
tured. I congratulate that kind 
of effort. Our administration 
has been careful not to irritate 
our taxpayers but despite that 
effort there is still many unan¬ 
swered questions. Let me try to 
detail some of the events and 
explain what could or should 
happen next. 

For some years elected offi¬ 
cials have known that present 
landfill sites in this region did 
not conform to provincial 
standards and a search for a 
new location started. As a by¬ 
product of this search the idea 
of regional waste commissions 
was embraced. 

This idea became reality in 
this region and we now have a 
commission that takes care of 
our waste and consists of a 
hired CAO along with some of¬ 
fice staff and a number of field 
workers that take care of our 


garbage. One elected member 
from each of the Councils of 
Olds, Didsbury, Sundre, Car- 
stairs, Cremona and 
Moutainview County along 
with the CAO from the commis¬ 
sion’s management team. 

The commission’s office is 
located in the Victoria Square 
Mall in Didsbury. The commis¬ 
sion received a grant from the 
Province for start-up capital 
and is mandated to be self- 
suffeient from here on in. Any 
shortfall in operating funds in 
years to come will have to be 
made up by the participating 
municipalities with tax dollars 
or increased collection fees. 

The hunt for a new landfill 
site has not been successful in 
this region. 

When provincial regulations 
finally closed our landfill site 
north of Town in April of this 
year Didsbury had to join the 
other member municipalities in 
trucking garbage to an open 
landfill site in Rocky Mountain 
House. 

Besides the cost of collect¬ 
ing, then trans-loading in Olds, 
and then trucking this material 
to the Rocky landfill site, re¬ 
quires a dumping fee per tonne. 
All of these costs are what we 
are now seeing on our monthly 
Town bill at $11.25. 

In order to keep costs at this 
level we must reduce the 
amount of garbage we send to 
Rocky Mountain House.

GARBAGE" 

Here is where we all need to 
pitch in. 

Reduce your weekly 
amount of garbage by sort¬ 
ing between compostable 
materials, recyclable mate¬ 
rials and actual landfill ma¬ 
terials. Package these materi¬ 
als in a way that one bag or 
container with a bag in it is less 
than 25 kg or 55 lb. and park 
it in a location that is easily 
accessible by the collector. Re¬ 
member the collector, (the nice 
little garbage man) is also a 
human being and anything 
more than 55 lb. is hard on him 
because he has to lift this ma¬ 
terial all day every day. Things 
have not gone smooth in Dids- 
bury during this transition 
process. Our former collector 
overlooked many regulations 
that were in place and people 
became accustomed to a serv¬ 
ice that was often provided be¬ 
yond the call of duty. Now that 
we have this extra tonnage 
charge it is important that we 
abide by the regulations that 
are in place to make the sys¬ 
tem work. In this whole proc¬ 
ess there are changes in equip¬ 
ment, changes in routes, 
changes in days and times of 
pick up. In fact Council was 
unable to agree on a new waste 
bylaw at the last Council meet-

ing and a new version will soon 
be created. Please watch the 
papers and give Council some 
feedback. If we would all look 
at this issue as a positive de¬ 
velopment and take well care 
of our waste we would not need 
a waste bylaw at all. Council is 
still toying with introducing 
roll-out containers as finances 
allow, the same as are in use in 
Olds for some time and also 
now in Sundre. The message in 
all this is: please be patient, be 
helpful and make suggestions. 
It is not your new waste collec¬ 
tor or the commission trying to 
make your life miserable. It is 
the demand placed on us to com¬ 
ply with a system and a method 
new to us. Although, the Com¬ 
mission does recognize that 
certain errors have already 
been made implementing the 
new system, there is probably 
more to come. My hope is, that 
we will soon enjoy a well func¬ 
tioning waste removal, 
composting and recycle system 
and also reopen our own landfill 
site again to receive dry waste 
to spare us trips to the Olds 
transfer station. The commer¬ 
cial sector in Didsbury has been 
able to make its own arrange¬ 
ments with a service provider 
and many of them are also us¬ 
ing the Commission to remove 


their waste. The new recycle 
layout just south of the Town 
Shop on 19th Street is func¬ 
tioning well. Our Town staff 
has done a fine job creating that 
site and I am sure you will do 
your part keeping it clean and 
orderly. Regrettably, I have to 
mention that our own recycle 
facility fell victim to change but 
that situation was hardly con¬ 
nected to the existence of the 
Waste Commission. 1 would be 
happy to talk about that issue 
if approached.

Dear Editor, 

Noise bylaw 99-03 
Part 2 Municipal Govern¬ 
ment Act - Chapter M-26.1 94 
This by-law contradicts itself 
insomuch as allowing the on¬ 
going hour after hour noise of 
train whistles. As stated in Sec¬ 
tion 2.3 “Noise is any loud 
sound which either annoys or 
disturbs persons or detracts 
from the comfort, repose, 

health, peace. 

How is it that Didsbury is 
the only town for miles around 
that still allows trains to blast 
their way through the town 
blowing whistles and disturb¬ 
ing its residents from a decent 
nights sleep? Just as a person 
gets back to sleep the roar of 
the train whistle blasts, mak¬ 
ing dogs howl, babies cry and 


residents stir in anger. People 
say “you get used to it”. I don’t 
think it is so much as getting 
used to it as it is complacency. 
Complacency is from the fact 
that most people think they 
can’t do anything about it any¬ 
way. Well you can do something 
about it - speak out like the 
towns of Cochrane, Carstairs 
and Olds did. 

I can see the need for whis¬ 
tles during the day when peo¬ 
ple are up and about and there 
is a person on the tracks. I do 
not see the necessity for it in 
the middle of the night when 
there isn’t a thing to be seen 
anywhere. 

As stated in section 4 (a), 
5(a), 8, and 9 of the by-law 
10:00 p.m. to 7:00 a.m. is the 
designated time of quiet. 


wanted in 

Cochrane, Carstairs and Olds 
do not even allow the whistles 
to be blown during the day! If 
a town has the appropriate 
bells and arms in place - this 
should be enough. 

It is ironic to see the sen¬ 
tence in the by-law (Section 8) 
it is prohibited to use a lawn 
mower which produces a noise 
during the hours of 10:00 p.m. 
and 7 00 a m.’ I think I’d rather 
hear the hum of a lawn mower 
than the screech and blast of a 
train whistle. 

At least you know the lawn 
mower will quit and be done 
with - unlike the train whistle 
which blows every hour on the 
half hour. 

Upon speaking with the Min¬ 
ister of Transport they say it 
is for “safety” reasons the 


whistles blow. I agree - but 
safety applies when a hazard or 
safe situation is at risk. Not 
just “because” .... 

Did you know that continu¬ 
ous disturbance of sleep induces 
stress, heart attacks, violence, 
attitude changes, crankiness 
and anti-social behavior? 
Health Canada indicates that 
a good nights sleep is crucial 
to good health and well being. 

When I spoke to the above 
mentioned towns about how 
they went about getting the 
trains to stop the whistles they 
said they went to their town 
council and voiced their con¬ 
cerns about the continuous 
annoyance of the noise. 

An application was put to 
the Minister of Transportation 
by the towns and the noise 


stopped. Now whistles only 
sound if there is a safety factor 
at risk. Peace and quiet now 
exist in these towns. Not ours. 
Therefore, I am asking all resi¬ 
dents to speak out, go to the 
meetings and voice their con¬ 
cerns. It is the town of Dids- 
hury that has to make the first 
move, follow the guidelines 
that Transport Canada have 
put in place to ensure safety 
matters. 

I love Didsbury and want to 
stay for a long time but I would 
like to know the town respects 
its residents and encourages 
peace and quiet - as the by-law 
99-03 states “.... for the pur¬ 
pose of prohibiting, eliminating 
and abating noise....

Action must be taken 
now to curb emissions 

Dear Editor: 

On Monday, June 17th, seven Alberta conservation groups 
signed a letter to Prime Minister Chretien calling for the ratifica¬ 
tion of the Kyoto Protocol. We were joined by 25 other Canadian 
non-profit conservation groups jointly representing more than 
l'il^j^vipemtiejcs.. Jl'ogether we are voicing our concern for the 
future of nature in Canada - a natural wealth that is treasured 
ly''Q*hadianfc*^very\\ here, 

Scientific evidence shows that human-induced climate change 
is real and will have potentially catastrophic impacts on nature 
end biodiversity, not to mention huge social and economic impli¬ 
cations. The Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change reported 
in 2001 that there will likely be "significant disruption of ecosys¬ 
tems under climate change". In March 2002, a review in the sci¬ 
entific journal "Nature" concluded that ecosystems are already 
being affected by climate change, and that these is "ample evi¬ 
dence of the ecological impacts of recent climate change, from 
polar terrestrial to tropical marine environments". Flowering 
times of plants are changing, birds are arriving at their nesting 
sites earlier, and northern pack ice is melting, preventing polar 
beers from hunting during critical times when they are feeding 
their young. 

Action must be taken now to curb emissions and to begin to 
control the magnitude of global change that will be faced in the 
future. We observe with grave concern the federal government's 
apparent backing away from its commitment to ratify the Kyoto 
Protocol, and Premier Klein's resistance to act on behalf of what 
the majority of Albertan's support. 

Our groups are calling on the Prime Minister to respect the 
clear support that Canadians have shown for ratification of the 
Kyoto Protocol as a first step in Addressing climate change. The 
Government of Canada has a mandate to act, We are calling on 
the Prime Minister to hold fast to his government's original plan 
to ratify Kyoto before the 10th anniversary of the Earth Summit 
in August.

EDITORIAL 

How many Canadians are killed 
each year by drunk drivers? 


Impaired driving has been called the lead¬ 
ing criminal cause of death and injury in this 
country. Given the high profile of the issue, one 
would expect the number of Canadian victims 
to be readily accessible. Not so. 

In trying to answer this question, the 
Canada Safety Council found that highly re¬ 
spected sources have published widely diverg¬ 
ing statistics in the first half of 2002. Claims 
range from 1,700 Canadians killed by drunk 
drivers every year or 4.5 per day (MADD 
Canada), to 1,350 deaths each year in alcohol- 
related motor vehicle crashes (Transport 
Canada and the Canadian Journal of Public 
Health), to 906 people killed in 1999 in road 


crashes that involved a driver who had been 
drinking (Traffic Injury Research Foundation). 

"Our own January newsletter mistakenly 
stated that 1,134 people were killed in 1999 in 
road crashes involving an impaired driver," says 
Canada Safety Council president Emile Therien. 
"We thought that was the correct, up-to-date 
number. Then we noticed the other statistics 
being used." 

The Traffic Injury Research Foundation 
(TIRF) is the source on whose data the Canada 
Safety Council relies. TIRF reported 1,134 fa¬ 
talities in "alcohol-related crashes" in 1999.

Recent dry weather has taken toll on farmland 


Second year of dry weather has 
farmers worried 

by Carla Victor 


Grazing land is pretty much chewed up and hay 
crops are a bust - producers are feeling hopeless as 
there is no end in sight to this drought. 

Russel Horvey, forage and beef specialist with Al¬ 
berta Ag/Info Centre, says many fields intended for 
crops are being used for grazing to replace lost pas¬ 
ture production. 

“There is sufficient hay to make a swath to be baled, 
yields are a half to one tonne per acre at best, and 
those fields are the exception,” he said. 

Ron Richardson has been farming in Mountain View 
County all his life, he said the situation is getting 
scary. 

“Last year we thought hay crops were a disaster, 
crops were down about one-third to a half but this 
year is only half of that,” said Richardson. 

Hay crops are only yielding 15 to 30 per cent of a 
normal crop. 

“It’s horrible,” was all he could muster to describe 
this season. For him and many area farmers, finding 
pasture for cattle is becoming the biggest problem. 

“Farmers have so many acres set aside for grazing 
and they are pretty chewed off, we are about as far as 
we can get without rain,” said Richardson. 

Although rain won’t be able to salvage hay crops it 
may go a long way to helping pasture and grain crops. 


Doon Pauly, crop specialist with Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, says the outlook for any kind of producer is grim. 

Areas north of Calgary have received a fraction of 
normal precipitation. 

“We are talking 10 to 20 per cent of our normal 
precipitation to this point,” he said. 

The farther east of Highway 2 the worse things 
get.“In a lot of the province canola has been written 
off. Producers are spraying it out or working it down,” 
said Pauly. 

He said many of the producers calling for advice 
are feeling frustrated and hopeless. 

“Things are so out of their control. Even if they 
did everything right, they would still be in trouble 
this year. Producers are feeling there is no light at 
the end of the tunnel or it is very dim.” 

He reported hearing of many cases where farmers 
are grazing their annual crop land because crops are 
so poor and there is no feed for cattle. 

Richardson reported he has culled 10 per cent of 
his herd because of poor grazing land and limited 
amounts of feed. 

“It is pretty scary, we have culled out the poorest 
cows first and if it doesn’t rain soon there might be 
another cull before fall, we won’t have any choice.” 

Horvey said that across the province cattle herds 
are being dispersed and many more are being down 
sized. 

Pauly said that the situation is grim across the 
province. 

“There is very little grazing and they are looking 
at very little feed availability for this winter. We have 
heard hay and straw prices are double normal prices.”

Denis Kennedy, general manager of production for 
Transfeeder Inc. in Olds, said the Timothy grass, a 
main export commodity in forages, is feeling the 
drought worse than most. 

“Timothy Grass is a shallow rooted crop. It is the 
older stands, four and five years old, that are feeling 
the drought most significantly because they have a 
higher plant population, more plants competing for 
moisture.” 

He said some producers have made the decision to 
turn cattle into hayfields. Others are cutting at the 
present time and the product they are harvesting dif¬ 
fers from the normal export standards. 

“Japanese buyers are in the area at the present time 
assessing the crop and they feel it is still exportable 
but will be of a lesser quality with less stem and more 
leaf,” said Kennedy. 

“So in effect farmers are being hit with a double 
whammy, less yield less quality.” 

He said Transfeeder is working through the situa¬ 
tion by having end customers come and participate in 
the decision making process on how they can work 
with producers to do the best for producers.

Alberta’s Commission on Learning 
is preparing for the lulure

I am pleased to provide you with information on 
the recently announced, Preparing for the Future - 
Alberta’s Commission on Learning. The nine-mem¬ 
ber panel, chaired by Patricia Mackenzie, a former 
teacher and Edmonton City Councillor, will con¬ 
duct a comprehensive and forward-looking review 
that involves broad and open discussion on issues 
facing Alberta’s Kindergarten to Grade 12 learn¬ 
ing system. 

The Commission will operate at arms-length 
from government. Members were chosen to ensure 
that they represented a cross-section of Albertans 
and a variety of perspectives. They were selected 
on their ability to listen to, respect and understand 
others’ views. 

Based on input from stakeholders, including the 
Alberta Teachers’ Association (ATA) and the Al¬ 
berta School Boards Association, terms were es¬ 
tablished for a general process, the timelines and 
the topics to be examined. The commission will 
gather research, identify the key issues and make 
recommendations in seven broad topic areas and 
will provide a progress report in January 2003 and 


a final report in June 2003. The topic areas are as 
follows: 

Ensuring excellence in the classroom 

Meeting the needs of a changing student popula¬ 
tion. 

Facilitating smooth transitions into and through 
the system. 

Focusing on results. 

Clarifying roles, and responsibilities. 

Providing responsive and relevant curriculum. 

Building a sustainable and high quality system 
for the future. 

Items to be covered under these topic areas range 
from class size, pupil-to-teacher ratios, hours of in¬ 
struction, supporting special needs students, gov¬ 
ernance and curriculum development to the impact 
of globalization, technology and changing 
demographics on the future of learning. 

Details on how Albertans can provide input will 
be established by the Commission and will likely 
be launched this August or September. For more

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RCMP changing 
the way it trains 
police dogs

mature faster. Training be¬ 
gins when the puppies are just 
a few days old. Exposing the 
puppies to low levels of stress 
at an early age helps them to 
cope better with stress when 
full grown. By the time they 
are weaned (seven to eight 
weeks old) the puppies show 
more maturity. 

Basically it all comes down 
to cost and quality. 

Police dogs are an impor¬ 
tant part of the system. A dog 
gives the officer an added de¬ 
gree of non-deadly force. 

If a suspect has a knife or 
a gun, the dog will attack, in¬ 
stead of the officer being put 
in a position to use a weapon. 

This is the fourth attempt 
at an RCMP breeding pro¬ 
gram since the dog training 
program began back in 1935. 
The last three times it was 
shut down due to lack of fund¬ 
ing. 

Partly because the cost to 
purchase the dogs is high and 
partly because there is sup¬ 
port for the program in the 
highest ranks of the RCMP, 
Peters believes this time the 
program will work. One of 
the biggest supporters is Det. 
Commissioner Steve Duncan, 
one of the highest ranking 
RCMP officials in the country. 

The breeding program fits 
hand-in-glove with the train¬ 
ing program, which is run ex¬ 
clusively at Innisfail. When 
the puppies are weaned, they 
are sent to live with RCMP 
imprinters until they are 12- 
16 months old. The 
imprinters, who train for a 
minimum of one year, take 
the puppies home and work 
with them one on one with 
basic training. 

When the puppies are ma¬ 
ture enough, they return to 
Innisfail to begin training. 

At all points through the 
training, the puppies are 
evaluated to see if they have 
what it takes. Those that 


Aren’t they cute? Little 
puppies running around play¬ 
ing tug-of-war and jumping 
over obstacles. 

But these are not your av¬ 
erage puppies, by the time 
they’re full grown, these Ger¬ 
man Shepherds will be trained 
police dogs. 

In the last few years the 
world market price for Ger¬ 
man Shepherds has continued 
to rise by 30 per cent per year 
due to a shorter supply and 
increasing demand. 

Since the events of Sept. 
11, demand for Shepherds has 
increased dramatically and so 
has the price. 

When the RCMP began to 
notice the dramatic increase 
in the cost of police dogs, an 
alternative to purchasing 
dogs was explored. An RCMP 
German Shepherd breeding 
program was established in 
1999 as part of the police dog 
training program in Innisfail. 

“If we don’t have the 
breeding program, we don’t 
have police dogs,” says Insp. 
Earl Peters, officer in charge 
at the Police Dog Service 
Training Centre in Innisfail. 

Peters adds the quality of 
dogs seems to be going down 
also. Last year the main bro¬ 
ker, who looks for dogs for the 
RCMP, only found one in 20 
that measured up to RCMP 
standards. In the last six 
months things have gotten 
worse. 

Only one in 144 dogs have 
measured up since January. 
In the years prior to starting 
the breeding program, Peters 
says only one in seven dogs 
purchased actually graduated 
from the program. 

It is hoped once the breed¬ 
ing program has time to get 
established, one in four will 
graduate. Peters says so far 
the success rate is even bet¬ 
ter than that. 

Since 1999, 124 puppies 
have been born into the breed¬ 
ing program. Of those, two 
have already graduated, three 
are currently in training, six 
are set to start training in Au¬ 
gust and 34 were just born 
this year. 

There are a number of ben¬ 
efits to having a breeding pro¬ 
gram in place. The quality of 
the dogs is known. In some 
cases, breeders would say the 
dogs were a couple of years 
younger than they actually 
were. While this doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily affect the dogs’ train¬ 
ing, it does affect the dogs 
work lifespan 

It’s less expensive. German 
Shepherds cost about $5,000 
US, untrained($7,618 Cana¬ 
dian). By the time the dogs 
are trained their total cost is 
about $65,000. By breeding 
the dogs, the cost is reduced 
by almost $10,000 per dog.

don’t are removed from the 
program. Puppies that are 
medically unfit are given 
away as pets. Sometimes, be¬ 
cause the animal is not in a 
high stress work environ¬ 
ment, symptoms do not sur¬ 
face and the dog will live a 
normal life. 

“If a dog can live for seven 
years, why kill it after seven 
months?”says Peters. How¬ 
ever puppies that are fatally 
ill are humanely put down. 

Dogs that are medically sound 
but do not meet the criteria 
to become RCMP dogs are 
sold to other organizations 
(Parks Canada, Search and 
Rescue or some city police de¬ 
partments such as Victoria 
and Fredericton) or as pets. 

One of the key traits the 


RCMP look for is aggression. 
If a dog won’t attack a per¬ 
son in training, it won’t at¬ 
tack a person when on the job. 
If the dog doesn’t have 
enough aggression it is re¬ 
moved from the program. On 
the other hand, sometimes a 
dog has too much aggression. 
If the dog has uncontrollable 


aggression it is dangerous 
and is put down. For more

We need rain so badly that watering the various 
flowerbeds is an ongoing chore. Our water comes from 
an underground spring and it's beastly cold so a sun 
warmed petunia or marigold gets a nasty shock when it 
gets hit with this water but 1 don't have much choice. I 
can keep them alive with icy tap water but to really thrive 
they need rain. Nevertheless, watering is a relaxing job, 
water therapy I suppose, soothing sound, watching shin¬ 
ing droplets arc through the warm air, admiring the 
colors, making mental notes about how to improve things 
next year. I was in a nice pastoral mood until I came to 
the Morning Glories and then my howl of anger and 
disgust rent the morning air. 

The Morning Glories were barely visible under an un¬ 
tidy pile of earth and from the mound of dirt protruded 
a tail and a couple of brown feet. Hobbes had obviously 
stashed a gopher. Hobbes is really too big to be an effi¬ 
cient gopher hunter, he doesn't corner quickly enough, 
but this year there are so many of the wretched rodents 
that even Hobbes catches a lot of them and when a dog 
has more gophers than he knows what to do with he 
buries them in flower beds. I was raised on a farm, I am 
not afraid of gophers and I am not squeamish about dead 
rodents, but not in my flowers you big bonehead. "Take 
it away," I begged my husband, "and slap him." "I'll take 
it away,” he said, " but I won't slap him, he doesn't know 
about flowers." 

He knows about gophers though. All dogs know about 
gophers. When my siblings and I were kids we had a 
wonderful dog that we loved dearly and nothing pleased 
him more than a gopher hunt. If there was a gopher 
anywhere in our farmyard Pup would run it to ground 
and then dance excitedly around the hole telling us to, " 
hurry, hurry come and help." This was our signal to 
drown out the gopher. Drowning out a gopher was no 
small feat on a farm where water came from a well and a 
hand pump. One or two kids would have to man the 
pump and fill pails with water while two or more other 
kids carried the sloshing pails to dump down the gopher 
hole. Sometimes it took an awful lot of sloshing pails 
and if Mom saw us wasting all that water and expend¬ 
ing energy that might better have been used weeding 
the garden or shelling peas she would probably stop us 
so the whole thing had to be undertaken as quietly as 
possible. When the wet and terrified gopher bolted from 
the hole Old Pup grabbed it and finished it off in about 
two seconds so we kids didn't get much excitement out 
of the undertaking. We really did it for the dog. 

We took over the farm after a series of wet years and 
for some time we never saw a gopher but as one dry year 
followed another the gopher population expanded and 
now they are everywhere. Sometimes you see a knoll 
that seems to be a moving mass of brown fur. It's good 
times for predators and so the coyote, fox, badger and 
hawk population is growing too. Everywhere you see 
fields with bare, gopher eaten patches, holes in pastures 
have been enlarged by badgers until they are dangerous 
to cattle and horses. Hills of dirt at their entrances clog 
machinery. Gophers cost farmers a fortune in wasted 
land and feed, they are more than a nuisance they are a 
menace whose only use is as coyote food. 

Well in Alberta anyway. In Toronto this season the 
newest exotic pet is a Richardson's Ground Squirrel or 
"Flicker Tail," known to us as a Gopher. You can buy 
your Flicker Tail for a mere $225.00, cage, harness, leash 
and special food is extra. Do not load your Pickup truck 
with gophers and start for Toronto. Taking wild, west¬ 
ern gophers "would upset the ecology of the plains" and 
responsible Pet Shop Owners don't want to do that. These 
are domestically bred gophers whose babies have been 
handled from birth and habituated to human compan¬ 
ionship. "Well yes they do chew and gnaw things and so 
they have to be kept caged but unlike Hamsters, who 
are nocturnal, Gophers are awake and active during the 
day and are much more interesting." 

Maybe awake during the day in Summer but Gophers 
hibernate from September to March, what do you do with 
him then? A large bag of dirt in the refrigerator? At 
$225. a head it is quite possible to run over $1000.00 
worth of gophers between here and Carstairs. It boggles 
the mind.

Child Pornography is Child Abuse. 

It must be stopped. 
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QUESTION: A great deal is being made about some¬ 
thing called “school choice” these days. Could you ex¬ 
plain this concept and tell me whether or not you are in 
favor of it? 

DR. DOBSON: School choice is an idea whose time 
has come. It would give parents the right to decide 
whether to send their children to a public, private or 
religious institution, and even to select a specific school 
to which they would be sent. I favor this idea for several 
reasons. 

First, giving parents a choice would improve the qual¬ 
ity of education because it would force school personnel 
to compete for students. 

That would make them more responsive to parents. 
Competition always improves the performance of human 
beings, whether one is selling hamburgers or automo¬ 
biles. 

It encourages people to serve more willingly, to oper¬ 
ate more efficiently and to do a good job. That is the 
heart of the free-enterprise system. It provides incen¬ 
tives to those who work hard and think creatively. 

Monopolies, by contrast, become unresponsive and 
stilted. 

We’ve seen that lethargy in the U.S. Postal Service, in 
the various departments of motor vehicles, in Amtrak 
and in the present educational system. 

I believe test scores will rise and parents will be more 
satisfied when schools that do a great job are allowed to 
grow. 

Their budgets will expand and their teachers will be 
proud, while disorganized and unresponsive schools with 
poor teachers and half-hearted administrators will wither 
on the vine. 

That prospect of competition makes educators nerv¬ 
ous — but it makes many of us excited. The second rea¬ 
son I favor school choice is related to the first: It would 
put power in the hands of parents. If Dad or Mom be¬ 
came dissatisfied with a particular school, he or she could 
take their child to a nearby school that better serves the 
child’s needs. 

With that youngster would go the voucher and the 
money it represents. 

As a bad school began to dwindle under this system, 
you can bet there would be a new motivation among ad¬ 
ministrators to listen to parents and accommodate their 
concerns. 

As it stands today, parents are virtually powerless 
unless they organize and storm a school-board meeting. 
There has to be a better way to encourage cooperation 
between the home and professional educators. The third 
benefit of school choice is that it would grant poor peo¬ 
ple the same options now held by the affluent. 

Today, if an upper-class family is dissatisfied with the 
local public schools — or if they prefer Christian educa¬ 
tion or a first-class prep school — they have the resources 
to send their children where they wish. An underprivi¬ 
leged family has no such alternative. They are stuck with 
the school in their neighborhood, even if it is rife with 
violence and rebellion. President Bill Clinton, who cam¬ 
paigned against school choice in California, sent his 
daughter to an excellent private school in Washington, 
D.C. I would like to see everyone have the opportunity 
he had. 

Recent statistics released by the U.S. Department of 
Education indicate that nearly half of our nation’s adult 
population is functionally illiterate. The future looks even 
dimmer. 

It’s forecast that 3 out of every 5 of our current school- 
age population will either drop out or “graduate” with 
an education below the seventh-grade level! Given that 
dismal track record, small wonder the movement to place 
accountability in the hands of the people to whom it be¬ 
longs — the staff, parents and students at each indi¬ 
vidual school — is gaining ground. 

Until we rediscover the time-tested axiom that fami¬ 
lies who care about, and are allowed to participate in, 
their children’s education are the crucial contributing 
factor to classroom success. I’m convinced school choice 
is the wave of the future.
